Dear Friends, 

Please be aware that tomorrow morning, May 1 9th, Fairfax will be closed between Wilshire 
Blvd. & Orange St. from 8:30 am - 1 1 :30 am for the staging of a first 
amendment protest against fossil fuel money in politics. The organizers will arrange and 
decorate cars for a statewide caravan that is expected to depart locally by 1 1 :30 am to drive to 
Governor Brown's home in Sacramento. We've been told that the event will include a sound 
system and microphones, and that press have been invited, but that as soon as the caravan is 
completed they will open the street again. This event will certainly cause congestion at the site 

of the Wilshire/ 6 th Metro station, as well. 

In addition, beginning Friday evening, May 1 9th at 8:00 pm thru Monday morning, May 22nd, at 
6:00 am there will be a full closure of the Wi I shire/Fairfax intersection for street decking 
construction. This closure extends from 6th St. to 8th St. on Fairfax Ave. and from Crescent 
Heights Blvd. to Spaulding Ave. on Wilshire Blvd. 

Please plan your commute accordingly.

The 
interactive map gives users the option to 

explore fatalities in their own neighborhoods and to contribute to digital memorials.

NEIGHBORHOOD UPDATES 


Bel-Air/Beverly Crest Community Building Hours Change 

Los Angeles is experiencing a major boom in urban development and expansion, which means 
an increase in construction and demolition work across the entire city. In consideration of LA 






residents, all major construction/demolition must be performed within a span of permitted hours. 
Hours will also differ depending on the day of the week and holidays. 

In general, Los Angeles permitted construction/demolition hours (note that exceptions do apply): 

Monday through Friday 7:00 A.M. - 9:00 P.M. 

Saturday or National Holidays 8:00 A.M. - 6:00 P.M. 

Sunday No Work Permitted 

As of, March 24, 2017, changes were implemented specifically for the Bel -Air/ Beverly 
Crest Community to include exceptions to these standard permitted 
construction/demolition hours. Please see department notice . Construction activity in the 
area (see map ) must abide by the following: 

• Permitted Construction/Demolition Hours are restricted to Monday through Friday, 
between 8:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. 

• Exterior construction is prohibited at any other time; however, interior construction is 
permitted on Saturday between the hours of 8:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. 

• Excess exterior illumination of the work site (i.e. floodlights and similar devices) is 
prohibited after 6:00 PM on any day of the week. 

Failure to comply with the above requirements may result in a misdemeanor charge for the 
responsible party, punishable by a fine of $1 ,000 and/or imprisonment in the County Jail. Report 
violations by clicking on this link . 


Mulholland Drive Closure for Resurfacing 

The City is scheduled to resurface Mulholland Drive from Nicada Drive to Beverly 

Glen on Saturday May 27, 201 7. Profiling and repaving the segment will happen on the same 

day (Saturday). 

Traffic will be routed to Nicada Drive for those headed eastbound, and Beverly Glen for those 
headed westbound. Message boards will be placed at the top of Mulholland Drive on Monday, 
May 20th, advising drivers of this planned work. As always, any emergency response vehicles 
will be given full access to their destination. With high expectations, the City expects to complete 
this project in one day. 

We understand that this may be an inconvenience to drivers, but the segment itself will require a 
full closure in order to be completed. Our office will also inform the local homeowner 
associations, neighborhood watch groups and Neighborhood Council to help spread the word. 
We hope you can also help us spread the word to the community. 
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
